Clubs Discussed.

BACH OLUB SHORT OF THE STAKDARD.

AVew Bamwis About the Lstest Rumms of & Big
Cempromise Among the Magnates.

Readers of these reviews will, T hope,
pardon me this week if I give baseballa seo-
ondary place on the list of subjects to be
dealt with. The national game has really
been so devoid of interest during the week,
and a comparatively small number of peo-
ple have patronized if, that it seems to me
otber subjects concern the public much more
at present than that of our once glorious
national gamwe. Oue feature of the week's
doings has been of great significance med
thers are many imporisot considerations at-
tached to it. I refer to the application of a
pecer-er of London citizens for so injune-
tio= to restrain the Pelican Club from hav-
ing any more fights and “smoking" con-
certs in % buildiog. I intend to say a few
words on the matter because it is of inter-
pational importance and it reminde me that
the methods of prize fighting to-day
gre much worse than the methods
of vears ago. 1 liold they are worse in every
respect, snd 1 have held the opinion for
some time that il the law will not permit of
iwo men testing their fistic skill in & remote
gpot “far trom the madding crowd" in the
open air it is inconsistent to ullow & battle
in somewhat of s public building in the
beart of a citv.  Let us take the old method
and after looking at it compare it with the
Pelican Club or any other club’s method of
to-dav, and I think we'll agree that the so-
eniled pugilism of to-day is more brutal
and iohnman sod more demoralizing than
when contestants adjourned to some out-of-
the-way and quiet spot and settled their ar-
gument on the greessward. Mark, I am
wot going o offer any argument either lor or
agaiost prize fighting.  All that I intend to
do is 1o try and show thay its surronndings
wnd influeuces are worse to-day than they
were 30, 50 or 40 years ago, when the “unco
gude” were not so auxious to make morality
by iaw,

The Old Time Merhod.

When the grandfathers of to-day were
young men, and even later, men who were
pugilitits and who had ambition to become
pugilists had supporters among the very
wenltsiest clasces, But despite this fact the
sinke monev to be fought for was extremely
gmull compared with the extraordinary
“purses” of to-day offored by parties who
mwost five on the business. Men like Jem
Ward, Savers, Ben Cannt, the Belchers and
others fonght many & severe and heroie
battle for §30 a gide, and the spectators of
coutests ioeluded some of the
wealthiest and highest poblemen in the
world, The costom was to adjourn from to
4 place remote from eity, town or hamlet
apd fight only with those weapons that
nuture hud provided. Those who did net
believe in such contests would never be
near it and need never see anybody or any-
thing connected with it. There was no plsn
or schewe such s “‘gate moner,” whereby

iulled managers and other indolent indi-
viduals filened thousands of dollars from
the publie, All the mouney, excluding the
small stakes, that the prineipals and their
friends enuld expect to get was the money
obtained by selling the colors of the con-
testants, Well, under these circumstances
and conditions many a famous battie was
wonght and viclory won, After the contests
the spectators would return to their respect-
ive bomes, and society or the world was not
one whit the worse forit. In these days
there was more honesty and honor and in-
telligence among pugilists and their sup-
poriers than there Las ever been sinee.
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The New Method.

Put a new method, the club method has
been introduced. Rightly er wrongly the
law has vetoed the old time way. The in-
eresse of ruffianism and biackguardism at
these open air concerts, mo doubt, have
wuch to do with the severity of the law on
the matter, and with the withdrawal of the
patronage of the wealthy and educated
classes irom the contests. Whatever may
heve been the direet cause we havea new
weihod, aud I am not sorry to see the law
public epinion kuoocking it out. Let
s lovk at the modern plan of conducting &
ttle. There sre two Kinds of clubs that
omwote these contests more brutal than
» old time way of fizhting with bare
hauds, One ciub is run for the special
fisancial besefit of an individusl such as
the Ormonde nud the Pelican clubs. These
po-called mporting clubs each has s pro-
Crichton Temple is the Ormonde
Club and Eronest Wells 1s the Pelican Cluab,
These gentlemen are the money makers, and
when matters are brought down to a fine
point I thiok we'll find that these allegsa
clubs are hardly elubs at all, but simply

places Tun by single individuals to well
liquors  without license and have
money making prize  fighw with
fmpunity. The other Kkind of eclubs

are those whose treasuries are replenished
by the fights and drinking that take plsce-
within their buildings. The lotter are iny
varinbly in the heart of the cities in whie
we find them, A big purse is offered for
batile and the club becopies famous. Two
wen are matched to fight with gioves and
under rules that are infinitely more brutal
than the ruies of olden times. The fight
takes place right in the center of the eity,
snd night is made bkideous with the mob
that parades the streets and erowds the thor-
ourhtares of the vicinity of the place of
pattle. Tricksters nod schemers pocket lots
of mopey as & result of the affair, and in
one night there is more prize fighting in-
flaenees at work in that city than there
would have been in 12 months under the
old method. These clubs encourage the
congregation of all the worst characters in
thie universe, and in the Upited States this
is particularly the fact. We only need
take New Orleans and San Francisco as
fllusiralions of the fact. They congregate,
aud like human wultures, live on the rest
of suciety. All these facts I think will
ehow that morally prise firhting to-dav is
wuch worse than it was in the days I have
relerred to.
'
The Bruinl Festures of It.

In the preceding paragraph I stated that
the eonditions of these club contests are
much more brutal than the conditions ef
contests in former days. I will prove the
ptntement. In former days all contesis
wore under what is termed Loodon prize
ving rules. TUopder them o man bas soy
amount of opportunities to drop down when
he is exbousted und get a rest.  Under the
Queensberry rules, and what ix caliea the
revised Queensberry rules, however, a man
must stasd up and fight for three minutes,
It be is knocked down by his opponent
within that time he has to get up alone, and
his opponent is invariably in a good posi-
tion to knock him down again as soon ss he
rogeina his feet, Figbting to a finish ander
tlvesn rules is pothipg short of the grossest
brutality. I bave seen poor wretches
koocked down aod down wuotil they lay
seveeless, They hawve po time fo regain
their wind or there was mo opportumty for
thelr seoonds to handle them. The fact that

gloves are used seems (o lead many people

from a bare fist, But the latter day brutality
has all been brought about by interfer-
ence of those who bardly believe in or enjoy
sport of any kind. It seems to me, how-
ever, that the elub system will almost en-
tirely be vetoed, and if it is I expeot to find
some other method resorted to, If there ir
snother method introduced I predict that it
will be worse than the old method,

Qnite n Big Claim.

While I am discussing matters pugilistic,
I am reminded of & very extraordinary
claim that William Madden, manager of
Joseph McAuliffe, the pugilist, made the
other day. The aforesaid Mr. Madden has
told the world that McAuliffe and Slavinare
to fight for the championship of the world.
Another extremely blatant gentleman, now
in England seeking notoriety, has indorsed
Manager Madden’s declaration, and doubt-
less the pair of them have worked them-
selves into the belief that Manager Mad-
den's opinion is guite true. The manager
cught noi to stop at the world’s ehampion-
ship, but ought to add “‘snd of sll the other
plapets.” What earthly reason is there to
say that MeAnliffe has any claim to
any championship? Nome whatever. He
is, a5 we all know, a beaten man
to start with. And Slavin: Where is his
claun? I can find none. So far he bas
proven himself & very good second class
man and may prove himself to be even
better than that, but [ don’s think, nay, I'm
certain, that not a man in the worla, who
koows anvthing at all about affuirs pugilist-
ie, will for a moment agree that Slavin has
the least claim to any championship title at
all. Where does Mr. Madden put John L.
Sullivan? Certainly John amid all his
variations bas not forfeited that title be bas
won more than once. But once more
financial reasons are behind  the
ridiculous statement of Madden. His
slalement gives us to understand that as
soon as the Slavin-McAuliffe affair is over,
there will be a “tour' on the part of Me-
Auliffe at least. Should he be the victor,
the little champion of the world may be
something attractive to gull a portion of the
public. However, the farcical phuse of this
business will be seen plainly enough. The
trouth is, I don’t expect to see McAuliffe
ever champion pu;&ili:{ u‘l' the world,

Boeme Pertinent Romarks.

The following interesting remarks, relsting
to the alleged difference of fighting a certain
number of rounds and to a finish, are taken
from the London Referee:

At a so-calied sporting club in the Walworth
road, which sugzests the famous lines “Ata
queer little club which was more like a pub”
(unhcensed), the long-expected glove fight be.
tween Reader and Overton took place on Fri-
day night. Reader is one of the sovi-disant
champions at & given weight to an ounce who
are now so numerous, and Overton, thongh
spaken of as a noviee from Birmingham, has &
fairly good record,  This fight was to have
baen with smali gloves, but owing to the set de-
livered at the “elub™ containing three left-
band gloves and only one right-hiand, the most
convenignt set that ocould be obtained was
brought into requisition, and these happened
to be of the large or ordinary and, compara-
tively speaking, pillow-case character, Never-
theless, Reader managed pearly to knock
Overton out with them, If the small
ploves bad been in use as arti-
cles, it I8 more than robable that
atths juncture Reader would have finished
Overton off; and in this r Beader was
uolueky. Then Overton, who was not to be
disposed of ofl-hand, and who appears n rare

ntlche.r.‘fnlled himsell together and succeaded
in aciualiy knocking Reader out at the end of
& sbort but somewhat merry encounser. Over-
ton was admirably trained, and when he was
in  difficaities was npursed carefully, and
brought round alwost entirely by the skill and
attention of his chief second, Baldock, The
ﬁ}:ht. 8o the referee stated, was arranged tn be
of 3 rounds, but If the referee (B. J. Augle)
was not able to decide upon a winner atthe
end of that number he was empowered to
order acontnuance until the desired result
was arnived at.  Previously to this it had been
stated, in print and by word of mouth, that
Reader and Overton's bout was to be “toa
fintsh." But, as will be seen, this s & distine-
tion without a difference. Whatever the
referee may bave said, and whatever he may
have thought, what we got was actually
a fight to a finish. Mr s statement is
merely the modorn way evadiog the law
that exist against ights to s flossh, As it hap-
pened, the fight—and it was a very beavy and
stubborn fight while it lasted—was settled at
the end of the thirteenth round; but it wasas
much a fight to a finish in all its arrangement
us if that fact had been stipulated in the ar.
ticles, Probably it was; we are told it was,
though it need not have been, seeing that the
new plan makes the thing exactly the same, no
matter how it 15 stated. ntly we ehall
find two men—especially if they are contend-
ing for a purse—continuing up to the thirtieth
rounil, or whatever is the number mentioned,
and then the referes will order them 10 go on
Uil one gives in. It is perbaps unlikely that
two men contending for a purse only will go on
for wo long: still they might, and as it would be
easier than inocklnslone another oot they may
do 50 one of these days. Apd s0 we mention
the probability or possibility as a means to the
end of fllustrating  our Argument,
It this Reader and Oveiton's was not
a fight to the finish we shonld like o know
what is one, and also what the police, who a
little while ago were 8o ready and even anxions
to put down harmiless display boxing with
thrests of punishing the aund other
threats of taking awny the licenses of Eo]:l.
who allowed the boxing, have to say to this in-
vovation. There is another foature of the ight
which is well worthy of mention. and
Overton fought for a stake as distinguished
from apurse—l e, for money put down by
their backers unaer old-style conditions, This
accouuts for the desperate way in which the
men set about ome another. Had the fight been
for oneof the purses so liberally su bed
nowadays, Reader and Overton might have
tapped one another, and looked at one another,
and cuddled one another, till both were sick of
the performance;snd then one of them, as
previously arranged, tossing or otherwise,
would bave given in, and they wonld have re-
tired to cnt up the sobscription. The attend-
ance at the Ormonde “Club” was not of the
odor of West End fashion,but savored strongly

Without doulg in fature years
any club that attempts to beat the
record of our wanderers will have to
be something far from the ordinary. The
truth is thut one can scarcely believe it pos-
sible for a team of ball playvers to suffer so
many defeats in one season as the players of
the local National League team, They are
s wonderful lot, no doubt. But let me say
s few words regarding the man: ent of
J. Palmer O'Neil. Ireally think that he
deserves uolimited coredit for having any
teayn at all at the end of the season. Mr.
0'Neil took hold of the team when it
was in the most deplorable condition, finan-
cially and otberwise, Amid ionumerable
and very potent difficulties he has piloted
that finanelally embarrassed sggregation
from J:hu to place, only to meet defest
after defeat. Duu'gm this, he has not only
kept his team, such as it is, on the field, but
hae received money for their appearance,
and, I am told, sufficient money to enable
the elub to quit even at least on the season.

sense wonld prompt any of us to do if we
had the moral oo':ltngo to do it Why, the
very fact that Mr. O’Neil and his team are
still in the ring shows that he has played his
part well. He can now talk about his
chaneces for next vear with ss much force
and freedom ms the enemy. I certainly do
think that Mr. O'Neil played a very
plucky part, to gay the least of it. But
there is gnother considerstion. If, as we
have been told, Mr. ("Neil ran away from
the fight by transferring dates, the enemy
onght certainly to have been benefited
thereby considerably., I have yet to learn
that the enemy resped any great financial
success out of this running away business.
We may again be told that the
“ranning away' showed that the club wasn't
wanted here, I argue that the attendance
at the es show that neither club is
wanted bere, and il two clubs are continned
in this eity my sincerest wishes that nota
payiog spectator will witness a game. At
any rate I am conyinced that with a reason-
abie supply of cash Mr. O'Neil will always
be s dangerous eppouent. He hasn’t bad
that supply this season, and 1f be gets it for
next séison he will be a valuable manager.
Certainly be may baye his shortcomings
like all of us, but he has established the
fact that he has nerve and business facul-
ties,

Clalms of the Local Clubs.

Unfortunately there is still a very large
al:nou:trl‘:f party feeliog on this wearisome
question of baseball. I notice with regret
that some people persist in shutting their
eves to any good poiut in favor of the Na-
tional League, and sccepting everything as
first-class that pertains to the Players'
League. In figuring on next year's pros-
pects there are many corious elaims and
siztements, snd these vary in accordunce
with the predilections and prejudices of the
writers. One party emphatically claims
that they are in the field to stay, and with
equal  emphasis the other party
declares they won’t retire. Certainly there
is 8 hope among the Players' League par-
tisans that the local National Leagune club
will vanish from Pittsburg; indeed, a P, L.
friend of mine said to me the other day that
it ought to go. Now this is just the ques-
tion I want to discuss, I have looked the
matter over from every standpoint Iknow
of, and for the lifeof me I can find no
more remson for ousting the National
League from this eity than for dispensing
with the P, L. elub. At first sight this
may surprise some of my read-
ers, congidering the miserable show that
the local N, L, club has made, However, I
ask the plain question, Whatright bas the
P. L. elub to remain here in preference to
the N. L. elub? I don’t know of a solid
answer. The right of priority rests with the
N. L. club. But some P. L. supporters may
answer: Because it is a better team. A
thoughtful person wouldn’t give an answer
like that, because if the P, L. club’s claim
to remsin here ix based on its work of the ex-
piring season it bas no elaim at all. Like
the N. L. club, it bas been & wretched

- failure, and the 1iwo clubs nt pres-
ent behind it in the P. L. race
are probably the worst aggregation

that have been in the city. I boldly make
the assertion that no club whose perform-
anee is 0o better than that of the P. L. or
N, L. clubs of this eity is !urllg of remain-
ing here. The mwotley crowds that have re-
cently watched the game here show lhat
publie opinion is in this direction, It
comes down fo this, then: that anfar as
plaring and disappointment are concerned
both clubs are about on & level; indeed, even
when the P. L. eluob has had the fieid to
jtself here only asbout 500

Bul
only wait until pext sesson is the
current ery. And here again the P. L. club
is not one whit better thpn the N. L. elub.
Manager Hanlon may say: We will have a
pennant winper pext year, but Director
JO’Neil can say the same thing and just be
asearnest in his statement. This wait-until-
next-year claptrap has lost its force by repe-
tition; and I have precions little faithin
the ery now, having so often been deceived
by it. Well, then, I repeat that I fail to
see in any shape or form any reason why
the P, L. club should remain in Pittsburg
in preference to the N, L. club, as far as a
matter of moral or business rirht is con-
cerned. What I say about this city equally
applies to Cleveland, and if there are any
ressons showing that I sm in error in the
matter I trust they will be advanced, so
that we may fllrly‘ge‘t‘ s true conclusion.

Abont Compromise Nelions.

The chief ohject of the above paragraph
isto show that whatever deal may taks
place in the baseball world, the rights of
the Pittsburg N. L. have ss much claim on
protection as those of the local P, L. club.
Of course if by a mulual sgreement one of
the clubs leaves the city, or even il one of
the clubs leaves us without any agreement
at all, is guite another matter, and does not
in any way affect my argument. There may
aud there may not be a compromise. When
in this ell.z' Brunell said that his
side would be quite willing to meet the N.
L. and have & mutunl agreement made, but
I am airaid that were such a mesting to be
arranged the P. L. officials would by their
wild partisans be goaded on to make ridie-
ulons demands. There 15 any amount of
room for & compromise, and I feel confident
that one could be made which would be
beneficial to all parties concerned. Before
any arrangement can be made, however,
each party must enter into the affair pre-

abtless, there is a deal of humbng among
baseball magnates, Some of them strot
sround like a turkey gobbler, and have
such inflated notions of their importance
that it i difficult to do any busginess with
them. Butthe season just ended has, be-
yond & doubt, shown tbat baseball
players and basebal! magnates have made
fools of themselves, Whatever compromise
msy be made the players will not bess
well off as they have been in the past,
They have certainly blighted their pros-
pecis for along time to come. The P, L.
will not keep inferior playerson its pay
roll next year and I expest tosee that
organization rom on principles similar to
those of other organizations. The high
plane ot eharity,on which the P. L. started
out hes been a failure just asI said it

AN ARTIFICIAL 1IVORY AKD NUSK

[PREFARED FOR THE DISFATON.]

The electric light is being introduced into
the “‘boiling ** of Demerara and West
Indian sugar estates. The value of this io-
novation ean hardaly be conceived by those
unsequainted with the conditions which
exist on came-sugar plantations. On some
properties it has st limes been the practice
to make an sppreciable reduction from the
estimated yield of sugar in consequence of
the quantity of cane, canejuice and sugar
stolen by the negroes during “erop time.”
The night is the time when ‘' Master
Quashie” gets in his fine work, and a right
smart thief he is,

The *‘overseer,” who has charge of the
sugar in the boiling and curing houses,
has to be always on the alert, but still the
negro is too much for him. Many of the
boiling bouses are very badly lighted, and,
after days ot work and nights of watching,
ihe drowsiness of the fagged overseer is in-
creased by the dim light of the oil lamp,
and while he slumbers the pluoder is
going on. With a well-lighted boiler house,
however, the chances of theft are minimized.
The overseer is more cheeriul and less likely
to be overcome by sleep, and everything
that the “hands” do is distinctly seen. The
negro is not likely to appreciate the msthetie
beauty of the electrio light; he will rather
gaze on it sadly, exclaiming: "“Buckra
(white man) know too much,’ snd think of
the days, or rather the nights, when in & few
minutes he conld purlein enougzh to pay his
tamily expenses for a week. The introdue-
tion of the eleetric light will be the death
blow of petty larceny of “‘produce” in
sugar plantation boiling houses,

Waate of Food in Ameries.

In the use of food the Americans are lay-
ish, and even wasteful. In calling atten-
tion to this fact, J. R, Dodge states that
Great Britain consumes an average meat
ration not over two-thirds as large as the
American, France scarcely half as large,
and Germany, Austria and Italy still less.
The average consumption of meatin the
United States is probablv not less than
175 pounds per annum. Of other eivilized
nations, only Great Britain exceeds 100,
and many searcely average 50 pounds. The
consumption of the cereals in this country,
by man and beast, 18 three times as much in
proportion to population as in Europe. For
the past ten years the average has been 45
bushels for esch unit of population, while
the usnal European consumption does not
greatly vary lrom 16 bushels per annum.
While all this is not used as food for man,
no small part of it contributes to the meat
supply. In the coosumption of fruits the
difference between this and other countries
is marked. Small fruits, orchard fruits of
sll kinds and tropsical fruits, as well as
melons of many varieties are in profuse and
universal daily use in cities and towns, and
in the country the kinds locally eultivated
are still cheaper and more abundant. The
consumption of vegetables is not excessive.

Cement Mortar Under Water,

The use under water of sacks of cement
mortar is in certain cases of the greatest ser-
vice, Itisprobable that no other process
will permit work under water which will

secura so perfect a contact with old ma-
sonry. A notable example of this may be
cited in the viaduet which is now being
built across the Loire for the railroad from
Bourges to Gien, France, which has the
foundations of its piers in pits dug through
s water bearing sand to the marly limestone
which forms the subsoil of the valley. In
some of these excavations the bottom is dis-
turbed hy violent currents of water coming
either from the water-bearing sand into the
pit, or from oracks which are frequently
met with in the limestone, and the waiers
of which spout out in the bottom of the ex-
eavation. This water could not be carried
away by masonry channels or drains sinee
the mortar would be at once washed ousn
The use of cement in sacks allows the en-
gineers to obtain & pavement or foundation
for the bottom of the pit almost solid, and
fitting itself tly to all the irregulari-
ties of the tom, thus allowing the con-
ereta to be set with perfect security.

* Bteam Lifeboat.

The tests of the steam lifeboat which has
just been brought out in England have
proved remarkably satisfactory, the maneuy-
ering powers of the boat being admirabla,
Going at full speed, she made with the rud-
der, a half eircle in 35 seconds, and the full
one in 00 seconds. Going slowly, with rud-
der and turbine, the full eircle was made in
40 seconds, and with turbine alone in 32
seconds. By working the levers on deck the
boat was brought from full & to a dead
stop in 82 mondznd from dead stop to full
speed in ¢ secon These tests show how
entirely the boat is under control of the offi-
eer on deck, no eommunication Whatever,
being necessary with the engine room, asthe
machinery always runs in one direction.
The consumption of coal under forced
draught is said to be little more than two
huodred weight per hour, and the suppl
will last for 30 hours. The steam lifeboat
likely to come into general use on dangerous
parts of the English const.

Eye-Etrala and Headache.

A New York physician, who has for sev-
eral years been studying the relation of eye-
strain to heandache, ete., in children, has
published the results of his labors. He
finds that cases of short sight, far sight, and
jrregular sight, often go unrecognized until
the continued eye o results in a chronio
headache and lassitude, oreven more serious
nervous disorders. The most approved mod-
ern treatment in certain cases of headache
is to order the use of spectacles.

To Make Artifical Ivery.

A correspondent sends THE DIspATcH
the following directions for making artificial
ivory. Burn bonesin an open grate. Trit-
nrate the burnt bonmes to an impalpable

er. Wet the powder with & hot solu-
tion of glue and work it into a plastio
dough. Mold the dough into any desirable
form and then let it dry. Boak the dried
article for 24 hours in a saturated solution
of alum.

Pine Tree Soap.

A patent has been taken ot for a process
for utilizing the resinous matter present in
the needle-like leaves of the order Pinus.
By extraction with alkali a resin soap is
formed, from which the woody fiber can be

A grest many ingenious devices owe their
origin to taking some old familiar appli-
ance and making it serve m new purpose
Hardly any invention is pommoner thana
pendulum clock, and yet from oneof is
parts an American inventor has developed
a seale ‘much more sensitive than the best
knife-edge balance. If the wire rod by
which s pendulum rod haogs is examined,
the upper end, where it'is fastened to the
clock frame, will be found flattened into
the form of a spring. Asa spring the
metal sways to and fro with the minimum
of friction. BSuspending the horizontal rod
of his balanee from just such a spring, the
inventor has been able not only to coustruct
an exquisitely sensitive scale, measuring
one part in 2,350,000, but also to build s
testing machine, in which steel bars are
drawn out and broken as easily as ii H:cz
were glass, and in which the force at wor
is indicated with the utmost accuracy.

The American Citizen.

The American citisen is not content to
exist as & mere animal. Physical well-
being does not limit his desire or aspiration.
He is especially solicitous for the welfure
and advancement of his children, and rreely
depletea a limited income in their edueation
snd training for & career in life, often npon
other than ancestral lines. This tendency

Plaster Hounos,

An innovation in building has been sug-
gested, which, although it can hardly yetbe
said to have been fairly tested, seems to pos-
sess excellent points.

Photographing Clonds,

should employed. As s rule, the ex-

posure will be about one second oo aslow
plate, but in the case of red sunrises and
sunsets, this may often be increased to as
much as eight or even ten seconds, unless

velopment must be very carefully watched,
and not carried loo far.
